1HE Noble and moſt 
potent Prince of Scot- 
land was borne in the 
Caſtell of Strmiling,

AAR) the Kings Maicftic, 
"' >| ſent forthe Noblesot 
— his Land, -and to all 
the capitall Burrows thereof, to haue their aduile, 
how he thould proceede for the due [olemnizati- 
on of his Royall Baptiſme, and what Princes he 
ſhould ſend too : When they were a!l compeired 
with greatdiligenceand goodwill, he proponed 
vnto them, that it was neceffary,to direct out Am- 
baſladours to France, Enziand, Denmarke,the Low- 
Countries, the Duke of Bruxſwicke his brother in 
lawe , and to the Duke of Maedelburz2h, the 
Queenes Maiecſties Grand-father, and to ſuch 
other Princes as ſhould be thought expedient. 
Likewiſc,he thoughtthe Caſtell of Strinilng, the 
A 3 moſ; 
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molt couenient placefor the eo of this moſt 
Noble and Mightie Prince, in rcfpect that he was 
borne there : Asalſo,it was neceflary,that ſuffici= 
ent preparation might be madctor the Ambaſla» 
dours thatſbould be inuited to come, for honor of 
ths Crowne and Countrey. And beſides all this, 
becauſethe Chappell Royall was ruinous, and 
roo little,cocluded,thatthe old chappel ſhould be 
vtterly raſed, andanew erected intheſameplace, 
that ſhould be more large, long & glorious, to en» 
tertainc the great number of ſtraungers expected, 
Theſe propoſitionsatlength conſidered, they all 
with a tree voluntarie deliberation,graunted vnto 
his Maieſtic, theſumme of an hundreth thouſand 

unds money of Scotland. Then was there Am- 
Lieder cle&ted,to paſle in France, England, Den- 
marke, the Lowe Conttries, and other places before 
mentioned, who wereal diſpatched with ſuch ex- 
pedition,and their Legaciestooke ſuch wiſhed ef« 
fect : That firſtthere cametwo famous men from 
the Kingof Denmarke , the one Chriftianus Ber 
* nekow, the other, Stenio Bille, theſe came to Leyth 
the 16. of Iuly. Thenextday after them, came 
Adamus Cruſins , Ambaſladour for the Duke 
of Brunſwick , and Toachimus Baſſenitins , Am- 
baſſadour for the Duke of Hagdelburgh , who is 
Grand-fathertothe noble Princeſle Anne, by the 
grace of God Queene of Scotland. Thitdly, the z. 
day of Auguſt, there came Ambaſſadors from the 
States of Holland and Zeland , the Barron of Bra- 
&rrod, and the Treaſurer of Zeland, called Iacovnus

of the Prince of Scoeland, 

There wasalſoalſoa Noble man diretedfrom 
Eneland, to wit, the Earle of Cumberl{i4,vwhoeucn 
when he had prepared himſelte richly,and hono» 
rably in all reſpe&ts for his voyage to come into 
$cotland, and diuers Noble-men and Gentle-men 
ot renowne, prepared and commanded for his ho- 
norable conuoy, it pleaſed Godto viſit him with 
- ficknes :'Andin thatreſpeR an other Noble man 
was choſcnto ſupply his place, which was the 
Earle of S#ſſex,8&c. And he in conſideration of his 
ſhort and vnexpected aduertitement, made ſuch 
- diligenre in his voyage, and magaificence for his 
owng perſon and honourable conuoy , as was 
thought rare and rich by all men : whereby irfell 
ourt,that berwixt the {icknes of the one Noble m3, 
and the haſtie preparation of the ather , the time 
was ſo farreſpent , that the very prefixt dayes of 
the Baptiſme were ſundrie times delayed. And be. 
cauſe the Ambaſſadour of England was ſolonga 
coming:andthe Ambaſladors of Denmarke, &ran/: 
wicke & Mazdelburgh , were teared to be hindered 
intheir voyage by the Sea, by reaſon of the neare 
approaching of Winter: They deſired daily of the 
Kings Maieſtie , during their remainingin Fden- 
burzh , tohaucſome prefixed day tobenominate 
and certainly kept , that immediately thereafter, 
they _ be diſpatched,which he grantedatthe 
laſt , although he had divers great impediments 
to che contrary. The firſt was, becauſe the Cha 
pell Royall and Caſtle of Srrinilng , was not fully 
compleit inall ſuch neceſlaries , as was requilite, 
although he had the ſupply of the greateſt _— 
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of Artificers inthe whole —_— there 
of all craftes for that (eruice, and his Maicſtics 
owne perſon dayly ouerſcer, with large and libe- 
rall payment: butthe chicteſt cauſe, was the long 
abſence of an Ambafladourfrom Exzland, which 
his Maicſtie greatly reſpected for many cauſes : 
Andlaſt of all, expecting thatſome Ambaſladour 
ſhould haue come from France,which fell notout 
as was looked for, But when the Ambaſſador was 
cometrom England to'Edenbargh, toorthwith,his 
Maicſtie diſpatched one of the Gentlemen of his 
Highnes Chalmer, torequeſt him to repaire to- 
wards S:r:#iling the next day with all poſhble,dili- 
gence,(which wasthe 28, day ot Azzuft) becauſe 
he would haue had the Baptiſme adminiſtred the 
day following, Butneither werethe Propines ſent 
by theQueeneof Ezzland, neither her Ambaſla- 
dours owne cariages as then come: Thereforethe 
Baptiſme was delayed ynrill the 30. day of Avesſt, 
as ye ſhall heare particularly hercatter. 

But inthe meane time, it is to be vnderſtood, 


 thatall theſe Noble Ambaſſadours betore expre(- 


ſed, were honourably ſuſtained vpon the Kin 

Maieſties owne proper coſtes, duringthe whole 
timeof their reſidence in Scotland, (aue only the 
Ambaſladour of England,whoſe whole expences, 
were defrayed by hisSoucraigne the Queene of 
Enzland, And becauſethereſt ofthe Ambaſſadors 
were repaired to Striwiling by his Maicſties direce 
tion, long betore the comming of the Engliſh 
Ambaſlador, his Highnes beſtowed the time 
with them in magnioque banketting, _— 

an 


anddayly hunting with greathonours 

The Kings Maicftic, purpoſing further to de. 
cefc by magnificence this action, committed the 
chargethereof to the Lord of Lexdores, and M. 
Wilham Fawler, who by their traucls, diligence, 
& inuention, brought itto that perfection, which 
the thortneſſe of time and other conſiderations 
could permit. Sothey hauing conſulted together, 
concluded rhavevide excercites that wereto be vicd 
for decoration of that folemnaitic, were to be de= 
uided both in Fiekd paſtimes, with Marriall and 
heroicall exploites, and in houſchold,- with rare 
ſhewes and fingular inuentions, | 

The Ficldto be vicd at two feuerall dates: the 
firſteo be of three Turkes,three Chriſtian knights 
of Mats, three Amazones, and three Moores, But 
by rcaſon of theabſence, orat the leaſt, the yacer. 
tamepreſence of the three laſt Gentlemen,who 
ſhould haue ſuſtained theſe perſonages, it was 
— good, that the number of that maske 
ſhould conſiſt of nine Actors, nine Pages, and 
nine Lackics, which comming from ſundry parts 
andardiuers times, together with the diucrfitic 
oftheirapparel,ſhould bring ſome noueltic tothe 
bcholders. 

Theplace moſt expedient for this ation, was 
the Valcy,nearethe Caſtle, which being prepared 
for tharpurpoſe, both with.Carierand Scaffold, 
after the comming of the Queenes Maieſtie, with 
her honorable and gallam Ladies, together with 
the honorable Ambaſſadors, the field being beſet 
by the braue Yonkers of Ederbargh , with their

hagbutes, during thewhole tune of that paſtime; 
Then three Chriſtians centered the field with 
ſound of Trumpet, who were the Kings maiecftie, 
the Earle of Mar, and Thomas Erikine , (Gentle 
man of his Maicſties Chalmer)who made vpthis 
number, 
A little afterfollowed, three apparelled lyke 
- Turkes, very gorgeoully attired : and theſe were 
the Dukeot Lennox, the Lord Heme, and Syr #- 
bert Ker of Cesfurde Kni | 
Laſt of all,came in three Awarones in womens 
attire,very ſumptuouſlyclad, and theſe were the 
Lord of Lendores, the Lord of Barclewch, and the 
Abbot of Het-roote houſe.So all thelSþerſons be- 
ing preſcnt,andat their entric, making their reue- 
rence tothe Queenes Maicſtic, Ambaſſadors and 
Ladies, having theirPages ryding vpon theigled 
Horſe, andontheirleftarmes, bcaringtheir maj» 
ſters [wmypreſeor deuice.. : A- 
The Kings Maicſtics, was a: Lyons head with 
openeyes, which fignifieth after a miſtzque and 
Hierogliphique ſence, Fartitude and V igilancie : 
the words were; T meat & primwe & vilimus orb, 
Theſecond wasaDogs ,all beſet with yron 
pikes, the wordes were theſe, 0ffendit,co defendir, 
Thethirdof that Chriſtianarwy,wasa Windmil, 
with her ſpokes vyumouing, windes vnblowimg on 
Cc AL 41 immets, 
The ſecond faction did carietheſc: A Hart half 
in fire,& halfin froſt-on the one part Cpids torch, 
& on the other, Jupiters thunder, with theſe words

The third of 
this partie, caried painted, foure coach wheeles,

Thelaſt three Pages, bare in their Targc.s,theſe 


impreſes following, A Crowne, an Eyc,&a Port. 
cullis: the Crown betokening the power of God, 
theEyec his Prouidence, &the Portcullis kis pro« 
tection, with theſe words, which were compoſed 
in Anagreme, of Walterus Scotus, the Laird of Ba- 
cleughs name,Clauſus tutus ero,The lecond Page of 
this partie, caried 0n his targe, the Portraiture of 
an hand, holding an Eill by the taile, alluding to 
the vncertaintie of perſons,or of times, with theſe 
words : Vt fruſtra,ſic patienter. The laſt was this, a 
fireinſight of the Sunne,burning,and not percei- 
oy this ſentence, Obledtor lumine wiitus, 

And euery Lackie, carying in his hand, his. 
Maiſters Launce. They begaa their paſtime by 
zunning at the Ring and Gloue :, The Lawes 
whereof were thele, WP 

Firft,that all the perfons of this paſtime, com- 
peare masked,and in ſuch orderas they come into 
the Field, ſo torun outall their courſes, Second- 
ly, thatnone vſe any otherring, butthatwhich is 
put'vp: and vie no qther Launce; butthat which 
they haue brought tor themſclues. Thirdly, he 
that ewiſetouches the ring, orftirres it, winneth 
as muchas if he cariedayway the Ring. Fourthly, 
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he that lers his Launce A orof is hand, is de» 
z priuedofall thereſtof his courſes. Fitrly, that e- 
uery onerun with looſe raines, and with as much 
6 ſpeed, ashis Horſe hath, Sixtly, that none after 
his race, in vptaking of his Horſe, lay his Launce 
vporthis ſhoulder, vnder the paine of loſe of that 
;, which hehath done in his courſe. Sceuenthly,hee 
that carrieth not his Launcevnder his arme, loo« 
s ſeth his courſe. Eightly,that none vnrill his three 
courſes be ended,chaunge his Horſe,it hee be not 
hurt,or vpon ſome other conſideration mouedto 
change hum. Theſe Lawes being {eene and appros 
ued by the Aftors, theQueenes Maicftie, fignifi. 
ed ynto them, that he who 2id run beſt, ſhuld haue 
for his rewarde, a faire and arich Ringof Dia- 
monds : andheealſo,who on that ſame ſide;had 
beſt Fortune in running,he ſhould be acknowted. 
ged with an otheras faireasthe firſt, The proofe 
hereof, being made,the victorie fellto the Duke of 
Lewnox , who bringing itto his ſide & partie, had 
the praiſe and priſe adjudged to himſelt. Thus the 
firſt dayes paſtime was ended, with great content- 
menttothebeholders, and commendationof the 
ſonsenterprilers. : | 
_ Theſeconddayespaſtime was extended, by 
reaſon, that the Artiſans were employed in other 
bufinefſe, who ſhould hauefollowed torth thatin- 
uention giuenthem : And ſeeing the grace of that 
excrciſc, conſiſted in Emboſſerte, and the crafre{- 
men apt for the ſame, otherwiſe & neceſſarily bu» 
fied,it was left off: Which, ifithad bene broughe 
rocffcR,this Country had net ſeene,nor pratiſed 
a more

a more rarer : for what by the brauery and ſtrange 
apparell of the perſons themſclues, and by the di. 
uers ſhapes of the Beaſtes that ſhould haue bene 
born and broughtthere in ight,had bene <6men- 
dable and wondertull:by reaton that ſuch beaſtes, 
as Lyon, Elephant, Hart, Vnicorne, and the Gri- 

3, r with the Camel, Hydre, Crocadile, 
rying their riders) had carriedallo 
with it by the newnes of that inuention,great con- 
tentment & commendation of that exerciſe. But 1 
fay, ſome ariſing lers impeſbed this inuentis: & all 
things were caſt off, that mighthaue farther deco. . 
red this ſolemnity,througl, other vrgent occaſi6s, 

And whena!! the Ambaſſadours were conue- 
ned together, and all neceſlarie materialls readie, 
the Chappel Royal of the Caſtle of Siriviling was 
richly hung, with coſtly Tapeſtries : Andatthe 
North-eaſt end of the ſame,a royallſeat of Eftate, 

repared forthe Kings Maieſtie: And on his right 
wp ſera faire wide Chaire, with the duc or- 
naments pertaining thereto, ouer which, was (ct 
the Armes of the King of France. 

Next thervnto,was a princely trauers of Crim- 
ſan Tafteta,forrhe Amballador of £ng/ad, & ouer 
his head,the Armes of Exzland:onthe deslebetore 
him,lay a Cuſhis of red yeluot: There ſtood att. 
ding on him,two Gentleme Vſhers,appointed by 
the Queeneot Exzland,torthat preſent ſeruice, 

Next vnto him,Jat M. Robert Botves, Ambaflador 
ordinary forthe Queene of Exgiand: Onthe deske 
before him,was laidacloth jy ple veluote,and 
« Cuſhion {utable therevnto, 
B y Then 
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Then fat the Ambaſſador of Ate Prince; 
Henricus In{ius, Duke of Brunſwick,and before him 
on thedesk, was laida cloth of greeneveluct, with 
acuſhen of the ſame: and ouer his head,the Arms 
of his Prince, | 

Nextyntohim, fate the Ambaſſadours of the 
Lowe Countries, with along faire cloth,ſpred on 
the deske before them of blewe veluet, and two 
Cuſhions ſutable therevnto, and ouer their heads 
the Armes of their Countries. 

Onthe Kings lefthand,was placed neareſt his 
Maieſtic,the two Ambaſſadors of Denmarke,with 
alarge broad cloth ſpred on the desk before them 
of purple veluer,and the Armes of Denmarke ouer 
their heads. | 

Nextvntothem, fatethe Ambaſſador of the 
nobleprince Ydairicws,Duke of Mag delourgh,with 
his Princes Armes ouer his head. 

In the middeſt ofthe Chappell Royall within 
the partition, where the Kings Maieftic, the Am- 
baſſadors, and Prince with his conuoy were pla- 
ced , there wasanewe Pulpit ereRed : The fame 
was richly hung with cloth of gold: All the paue» 
ment within this partition, was Prince-likelaide 
with fme tapeſtry. 

Vnderthe Pulpit was another deske, wherein 
ſatein the midſt, M, Dauid Cuninehame, Biſhop of 
Abirdene , M, Dauid Lindeſay, Miniſter of Leyeb, 
and 7obn Dancanſon,oneofthe ordinary Miniſters

and Counſellers attending on him , entered the 
Chappel and there fate downe in his Royall ſeate 
of eſtate. | 

All the Ambaſſadours likewiſe were ſent for, 
and conuoyed to the Princes chalmer of preſence 
where the Prince was lying on his bed of Eſtate, 
richly decored,& wrought with brodered worke, 
comaining the ſtory of Herculesand his traucls, 

This bed was ercdtedonaplatforme , very ar- 
tificially, with a foote pace of three degrees alcens 
dingjto it: The degrees being coucred with Tape» 
Arie, all wroughtwith golde, and alargecloth of 
Lawne, couering both the bed and:he degrees, 
which reached forth a great ſpace ouer the flore.. 

Thentheold Counteſle of Mar,with reucrence 
paſt tothebed,ſhetooke vpthe Prince,anddcliue- 
red him tothe duke of Lewnex, whopreſently ren« 
dered himlikewife tothe Amballador of England, 
to be borneto the Chappell Royal. 

The Maiſter of the Ceremonies, addrefſir.g 
himſelfe roatable in the ſaid Chalmer, curioul.y 
crdered,wheron {tood thofe ornaments ofhonor 
which wereto be born tothe Chappell beforetae 
Prince,with duercuerence deltaercd thera to cre 
taine noble me, according tothe order appointed 
by kis Maicſtic for the bearing thereof. 
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-*: Infke manner, the Princes Robe-royall, be: 
ing of purple Vcluore, very richly (ct with pearle, 
was deliewred to the Duke of Lennox , who pur 
the ſame about the Prince: the traine wherok, was 
born vp by the LordSanelarr, the Lord Yrqubert, 
Thenthey remoued themſclues to the viter chal- 
mer, where, there was a fair high Pale made foure 
{quare, of Crimſon Veluote attending : which 


 waslaidon with richpalments, and fringed with 
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old. This Pale was _—_ Worſhip- 
[1 Barons ; The Lairdof Bacienzh, the Confſta- 
ble ot Dundie , Sir Robert Ker of Cesfwrd Knight, 
andthe Laird of Traquhair. V nder the which Pale 
werethe Ambaſſadors of England, Rebert Earle of 
S#ſſex, carrying the Prince in his armes, & M. Rs- 
bert Bowes, ordinary Ambaſſador for England, aſh 
ſting him. Nexttothem,wasthe Duke of Lenpax. 
About the Pale , were the Ambaſladors of Den- 
marke, cMagdelburgh, Brunfwick, and the Eftatet. 
There followed,the old Counteſſe of Mar,Miſtris 
Bowes, diuers Ladies of Honor, with the Miftrefle 
Nurſe. 

Then the ra ſounding melodiouſly 
before the Prince and his comuoy, wentforward : 
Lyon King of Armes,&the Heraulds his brethren 
with their coat-armours, ia goodly order follow- 
ing. | e:4 | 

: Next followed the Princes Honors, borne by 
theſe Noble men : The Lord Sempill carrying a 
Lavarof water, The Lorde Serow , a faire Baſen : 
The Lorde Levingſfon a Towell , and the Eorde 
Home alow Crowne competent tor a Duke, rich- 


ly 
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ly ſet with Diamonds,Saphires,Rubics,and Eme- 
raulds : whoapproaching nearethe Pulpit, where 
theſe Honors were recetued fromthem , by the 
maiſter ofthe Ceremonies, and by him placed on 
the Table before the Pulpit : the Noble men rery- 
riag dacke to their appointed places. 

Lafily, the Pale was carried in before the Pul- 
pit, where the Ambaſſador of Englazd rendered 
the Prince tothe Duke of Lennox,who immediat- 
ly deliuered him tothe old Countefſe of Mar,and 
ſhe conſequently tothe Miſtreſſe Nurſe. And all 
the Amballadors were then ſet, in ſuch order of 
places , as the demonſtration of their Armories, 
gaue notice. 

Withoutthe partition, were ornate fourmes, 
all couered with greene, wherevpon wereplaced 
the Gentlemen of England, Denmarke, ne, 
Flanders,and Scotland. Andasall men were thus 
competently placed, and vniuerſall lence made, 
entered M. Patrik Galloway , one of his Maieſties 
ordinarie Preachers into the Pulpit , who lear. 
nedly and , entreated ypon the textof the 
21.0f Genejts, Which being done,the Biſhop of 4- 
berdene ſtood vp in his feate , and taught vpon the 
Sacrament of Baprtiſme, firſt in the vulgartongue, 
and nextinthe Latine, tothe endeall men might 
Ts 99 This done, the Prouoſt, 
and Prebends of the Chappell Royall , did ting 
the 21. Plalmeof David, according to the Art of 
Muſique,to the greatddeRation of thenoble Au- 
ditorie. 

Then they proceeded to theaRion. The King 
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aroſc,and came towards the Pulpit. The AmbaC. 
(adours followed in their order. The Barons that 
caried thc Paic aboue the Prince,moued towards 


thePulpit : The Duke of Lexnex, recciucd the 


Prince trom the Counteſſe of Mar,and deliucred 
himto the hands of the Earle of Syfſex , Ambaſſa 
dour for England : Where hee was named by all 
their conſents, Frederike Henry, Henry Frederike, 
and ſo Baptized, In the game of the Father, 
Sonne,and _ G the ſaid names. 
* This being done, Lyox King of Armes, with 
aloude voice, repeates theſe names thrife ouer: 
and then after him, the reſt ot his brethren He- 
rauldes, with Trumpets ſounding, confirmedthe 
Game. | 
Thenthe Kings Maieſtie, Ambaſſadors, and 
all remouing totheir places : the Engliſh Ambaſl- 
{aJor alone, withdrawing bimſelt on the one fide 
was metre and attended on; by two Groomes, 
who humbly on their knees, the one preſenting 
a large rich Baſen, the otheraſurable Lauar, res» 
leat with ſweete water, wherewith the Ambaſs 
ador waſhed : a Gentleman Sewer, with humble 
reucrence, preſenting hima faire Towell, wherc» 
with he dried his hands, and (o forthwuhbetur. 
ned to his place. "i 
This being done, the Biſhop aſcended to-the 
Pulpitte, where, after thathee had delinered in 
yerle, a certainepraiſeand commendationof the 
Prince, then hee conuemed the zeſt of his Latine 
Oration,jn proſetothe Ambaſſadours, everyone

Poelend,& fo continuing with the reſt: wheria he 
made menti6 of the Chronology of each of theſe 
Princes: & recited the proximine, & nearenefle of 
bloud.thar they had with Scotland. Cocluding his 
Orati6, with exhorration & thankſgiuing to God 
for that good occalivn, and proſperous aflembly, 

la concluſion, the bleffing being giuen, Lyon 
King of Armes, cryed with aloud voice, God /ave 
FREDERIK HENRT, and HENRY FRE. 
DERIXK, by the grace of God, Prince of Scotland. 
Thereſt ot the HeraulJs, proclaimed the fame at 
an open window of the Chappell Royall , with 
ſound of Trumpet. 

Thenthe King, the Prince, the Ambaſſadors, 
the Nobles,and Ladics ot Honor,retyred forth of 
the Chappel,in ſuch orderas they centered, andre. 

aired towards the Kings Hall, During their paſ- 

e, the Cannons of the Caſtle roared, thatther- 
with the earth trembled , and other ſmaller ſhot 
made their harmonie after their kinde. 

Inthe Kings Hall , the Duke of Lennox receie 
ued the Prince from the Ambaſſador of Eng/end, 
and preſented him tothe Kings Maieftic,whoads 
dubbed him Knight, Hee was touched with the 
Spurbythe Eatle of Mar : Thereafterthe Kings 
Maicftie preſented a Ducall Crowne on his head, 
andthen was proclaimed by Lyon King of Armes, 
T he right Excelient, High , and Magnanime, FRE.

Her tops were all armed wich Taffatacs of his 
Maieſties Colours, Gold, and Iewels : and all her 
Flagges and ſtreamers ſutable to the ſame. 

Her Marriners were in number (xe, apparel- 
ledall in chaungeable Spaniſh Ta#araes, and her 
Pilote incloth of gold, he alone ſtood at the helm, 
who only mouecd & gouerned the whole frame, 
both the ſhip and her burden, very artificially. 

The Muſitions within the ſame, were 14. all 

pparelled in Taffatacs of his Maicſties colours, 
beſides Arion with his Harpe. 

Being thus prepared, at the ſoundeof Trum- 
pers, ſhe approached,and at the next [ound of Tr: 
5ons wilke Trumper, together with the Maiſters

The Kings Maieſtic <iexks vadertaken in ſuch 
adeſperate time,toſaile roNorway, andlikea new 
Jaſon , to bring his Queene our gracious Lady to 
this kingdome,being detainedand topped by the 
conſpiracies of Witches, and ſuch diuclliſh Dra- 
gons,thought it very meer,to follow torth this his 
owne inuention,that as Neprunss (peaking poeti- 
cally,and by ſuch kRi6s,as the like Interludes and 
actionsareaccuſtomed tobe decorcd withall)ioy- 
ned the King tothe Queene, 

So after this Coniundion, hee brought their 
Maieſtics as happily hither: and now ar this her 
blefic< deliuery, did bring fuch things as the Sex - 
aftoords,to decore this feſtruat time withal: which 
immediatly were delivered ro the Sewers, forth 
of the Galleries of this Ship , out of Chriſtalline 
elaſſe,very curiouſly painted with Gold & Azure, 
all ſorts of Fiſhes: as Hearings, Whitings, Flookes, 
Oyſters, Buckics, Lampets , Partans, Lapſtars, 
Crabs,Spour- fiſh, Clammes : with other infinite 
things made of Suger, & moſt lively repreſented 
in thcir owne ſhape. And whiles the Ship was vn- 
loading, 4ri0n (itting vponthe Galey.noſe,which 
reſembled the form ofa Dolphine fiſh, played vp» 
on his Harpe ; Then began her muſicke in greene 
holyne Howboyes in fine parts.. After that, tollo- 
wed Violls with voices in plaine counterpoint, to 
the nature of theſe Hexameter Verſes.

After all which paſtime and ſport, with nierrie 
and ioytullrepaſt , the King and Qycencs Maic- 


ſucs:. 
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ies, after other _- of A reſpeR, the 
place being prepared forthe Reuels, and the Per- 
lons appointed forthe ſame , diſcharging them« 
{clues {uthciently. Their Maieſtics and Ambaſla- 
dors went toan other Hall, moſt richly and mag- 
nificently hung withrich Tapiſtric, where forthe 
collation, a moſtrare, ſumptuous, and Princelike 
defartot Sugar was prepared, which being ended, 
after taking of leaue and goodnights, they depar- 
ted about chree of theclocke in the morning , to 
their nights reſt, 

The daics enſuing, fo long as leiſure might 
ſerue, was beſtowed by the Ambaſſadors in ban= 
kerting of Noblemen and Gentlemen of their ac- 
quaintance, «n.dthe King in the meane time was 
{ollicite and carefullof honourable and magnifike 
rewards,to be beſtowed on cither otthem, which 
wasalſo Princely performed , to their great con» 
tentments.. 

And asthey were come to Zdenburgh,they were 
all banketted at ſometime, ſcucrally, and at other 
times together, by divers Noble men of Scotland, 
with great honour : Laſt ofall,one Ambaſladour 
bankerted an other, for commemoration of that 
toytull meetingand good ſucceffe. 

Then the KingandQueenes Maicſties cameto 
Edenlurgh , wherethey were inuitcd by the Am» 
baſladors of Dermarke, vnto a Barket within their 
Ship, which layat Anchor inthe River of Forth: 
She waz {o great, that ſhe could not cnterthe Hars 
borow, 

The Banket was very ſumptuous , and the 
Amballa-

Ambaſſadours fo ioyous of their finall Ciſpatch, 
behaued them(eſues to their Maieſties on a kindly 
maner,according to the ordinary cuſtome of their 
countrey, by propining of drink vnto the in name 
of their Princes, which was louingly accepted and 
required: In commemoration whercof,the whole 
Artillery of that great Veſlell were ſhot in great 
number, 

The three great Ships ofthe Eſtates, lying inthe 
fame Road neare by, made correſpondance & re- 
ſonance tothe number of fix ſcore greatſhot ; and 
thus concluded their Bier alle, 

Then the Caſtle uf Edenburgh,for performance 
ofthe =_— honour, asthey perceiued the ſhips 
to lo(ce,and to hoyle vp ſaile : The Captaineofthe 
Caſtle ſaluted cuery Ship, as they ſhewed them- 
ſelues inreadines by order,witha number of great 
Cannonſhorte. And fol conclude. 
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
